Her engines, 
the Company say, had been thoroughly over- 
hauled recently. The steamer only drew an 
average of eighteen feet of water, against 
twenty-one and twenty-two feet, with which 
she had made safe passages in much more 
stormy periods.

York along the coast of Virginia and 
the Carolinas. According to her usual rate 
of speed she should have been off the coast 
of North Florida on the afternoon of Satur- 
day, at a distance of eighty to 100 miles from 
the land.

Richardson 
ate a hearty breakfast thie morning, He 
professed religion. a few days since, and had 
persuaded himself that he was ready to go, 
and would land in Heaven. About a hun- 
dred people witfessed the hanging. The 
condemned man displayed some fear when 
he mounted the scaffold, but was more com- 
posed when the minister was praying. The 
drop fell about 12:20, and Richardson died 
easily. 
Stephen Richardson’s crime was one of the 
most desperate known in the history of 
North Carolina, On the night of July 19 
last, people Iiving on Harnett street, WII 
mington, N. C., were startled by loud cries 
ot Murder!“ At the same time a colored 
man ran out of the house of Robert Phin- 
ney, from which the cries cama He was 
followed by another man, who renewed the 
cries of Murder!“ and called to people on 
the street to stop the man in front of him. 
This was done The fugitive proved 
to be Stephen the 
son-in-law of Robert Phinney, a highly re- 
spectable old colored man. Richardson was 
hurried back to the house. A ghastly seene 
was presented to these who entered. The 
bedy of old man Phinney, his wife, and 
their daughter, Kichardson’s wife, were ly- 
ing on the floor, which was literally a pond 
of blood. All three appeared to be dead, 
but, upon further examination, it was found 
that they were unconscious from the wounds 
which had been inflicted. The old man 
had two deep gashes in his head, 
and two women were alse ter 
ribly eut about the head and body. 
The deadly weapon used by the murderer, 
who was a powerful man, was an iron 
shovel, The colored people who crowded 
around were wild with excitement at the 
outrage, and would have the mur- 
derer but for the fact that police hurried 
him off. Old man Phinney’s wife, Richard- 
sen’s mother-in-law, was found to be the 
inost serio hurt of the party. Her skull 
was fractu in two places, and she died 
about an hour after — — the wounds.

LIFE OF HANCOCK. 

The biographer of Gen. Hancock has a task 
which may well excite the sympathy of his 
friends. The General's life has been without 
variety. He went to the Military Academy, 
graduated without special honor, and hasserved 
in the army ever since. This is the wiiole of 
his career. He never had an indppend- 
ent command. He planned no cam- 
paigns and fought none. Not like the 
Centuri on, but like one of his soldiers, he went 
where he was ordered. It is true he was faithful 
and brave asa soldier; honorable and true as a 
man. But there have been many such among 
soldiers and among men. Biographies are not 
written only to celebrate good characters, Con- 
spicuous virtues or great opportunities em- 
braced and followed by glorious achievements 
are the ordinary provocations to life-writing. It 
is an inversion of the true order to begin the life 
firstand then examine it with a magnifying 
glass for events worthy of notice. 

The present author, for instance, ig much 
moved by Gen. Hancock's efficiency as a regi- 
mental Quartermaster; yet we do not learn from 
the narrative that his labors in procuring and 
forwarding hard-tack and salt-horge for 
his mess were specially trying. Regimental 
Quartermasters in those days could not have 
been so much more heroic than they are now. 
Little was to be procured, and that little was 
supplied by the Government. Arranging for 
transportation was not a mighty task. A few 
mules more or less, a gang of drivers, and a 
guard might be got together without any strain 
on the intellect of a Quartermaster. Yet Gen. 
Hancock's sole title to renown previous to the 
Civil War is made to consist of his efficiency as 
a Quartermaster or Commissary, his su¢cess in 
drawing up papers, and his valiant service 
as a recruiting officer (much against his 
will, it is true) during most of the ex- 
citing period of the Mexican war. He 
did not reach the front until a short time before 
the fall of the City of Mexico, and he served as 
Sub- Lieutenant during the siege. History knows 
him no more until the breaking out of the Civil 
War. | 

Tne most interesting chapter in this vojume is 
that which descrites the battle of Gettysburg. 
Though Gen. Hancock is made the principal 
figure of the engagement, and the right pro- 
portions of the narration thereby destroyed, the 
author has not extravagantly set forth the char- 
acter of his services to his country on that great 
day. Of Gen, Hancock's personal brayery and 
good fighting qualities there can be no doubt. 
It would be an ungrateful country that should 
dispute them. ; 

The record of his civil experience ih New 
Orleans is meagre. It consists mainly of his 
published orders and the letters to Gen. Pease. 
Neither this author nor any other that we have 


seen attempts to deal with the real inconsistency 
of Gen. Hancock’s conduct at that post o 


duty. 


The General, after having promulgated the 
most advanced doctrine concerning civil liberty,

It is proposed to seare 
for these currents according to Matteucci’s 
method, employed in Europe many years 
ago; that is, by long telegraph-lines 
rounded at each end and without a battery. 
‘hat earth-currents do exist,is a well-known 
fact. It remains to investigate their di 
tion and strength. 
In the biological section, Prof. G. Brown 
Goode, of Washington, read a review of 
THE WORK OF THE FISH COMMISSION 
during the first decade of its existence. 
Congress authorized the 82 of a 
Commissioner of Fish and heries, Feb. 9, 
1871,—s0 the present summer makes the 
tenth of the work of the Commission. This 
work is naturally divided into three sections: 
first, the systematic investigation of the 
waters of the United States; second, inves- 
tigation of past and present methods of fish- 
eries, including statistics of the production 
and commerce of fishery-products; third, 
the introduction and multiplication of food- 
fishes throughout the country. For the car- 
rying out of the plans involved in this di- 
1 — of the work, numerous specialists 
have been employed; and the summer- 
season has been devoted to work at the 
sea-shore. This work consists of dredgi 
and trauling; the colleettion and suitable 
preparation of the various forms of fishes 
for preservation in museums; the study of 
the habits, times of spawning of fishes, ete. ; 
the temperature of the waters inhabited by 
them; methods of capture; their tood and 
enemies: and methods and appliances of arti- 
ficial propagation. Among the results is the 
discovery of at least 100 species onthe At- 
lantie coast, Half of these are new to 
Science. Sixty and more have been added 
upon the west coast; and about 1,000 species 
have been added to the fauna of New En- 
gland. A chemical <n is now in prog- 
ress to determine the chemical composition 
and nutritive value of fish. Some 
10,000 specimens of fishes and 250,000 
of invertebrates have been sent out to 
fifty museums of schools and colleges. 
In fish-culture thoroughly scientific ap- 
paratus has been devised, so that millions of 
eggs can now be hatched; in 1878 the breed- 
ing of cod and haddock was accomplished at 
Gloucester; in 1879 the propagation of the 
oyster was accomplished; in 1880 Mr. R. E. 
Earll, of Waukegan, found the spawn 
place of the Spanish mackerel, and succeed- 
ed in the artificial hatching of its eggs. It 
follows naturally that the first honor prize, 
the gift of the Emperor of Germany, was 
awarded to Prof. Baird, as the first fish- 
culturist in the world.

Time Yiscounts are t Mr per cent, and 8 for 
small favors. Call and short-time loans can be 
had of some of the banks at 3@4 per cent. For 
large amounts, with approved collaterais, bor- 
rowers can about make their own terms, as im- 
mense sums of money are lying idle with 
some of the banks. New York exchange is still 
flat, with an abundant supply. The rate between 
banks was nearly uniform at $1.00 per $1,000 
discount. Bankers dislike to part with their 
currency for New York exchange, for should 
they do so, or ship it East,. they would be quite 
sure very soon to order it back, as large orders 
are soon expected to move the crops. The 
bank clearings were $5,900,000. 

Stocks in New York opened with a downward 
tendency, but by II a. m. a stronger feeling was 
developed, and several gains were realized. The 
prineipai feature was the strength and activity 
of Northwestern and Lake Erie & Western.

Since 1876 the enormous debt of the City of 
New York has been gradually decreasing. The 
footings were then nearly $120,000,000. The last 
roport of the Controller gave it at $109,425,414. 
Under the laws of the State an addition is soon 
to be made to the debt of the city of $2,697,479, 
to be expended in furnishing an additional sup- 
ply of water. During the year closing Aug. 1 
the receipts into the Treasury were 
$65,104,402, the disbursements some $200,000 
more than that. and the balance 
of cash on hand was $1,416,129. The above fig- 
ures equal the receipts and disbursements of 
the United States Government only a few de- 
cades ago. They show how rapidly the country 
is growing in wealth and in all that can make 
the Nation great and prosperous, 

It has been the policy of Germany, France, 
and Belgium to own and operate a large num- 
ber of their railways. No attempt is made to 
make money from their traffic beyond what is 
necessary to pay the interest on their cost and 
to keep them in perfect repair. If more money 
is earned than is needed for these purposes the 
prices for travel and traffic are reduced. Ger- 
many has now 19,773 English miles of railway, 
and she is about to issue bonds at 3 per cent in- 
terest in sufficient amounts to buy up the lines 
still owned by private corporations. The scheme 
is a vast one; but German integrity and finan- 
cial and business ability will doubtiess be found 
equal to the task.
